COOLIDGE SIGNED 
105 BILLS SATURDAY. 

Washington, June 7.—Bills and 
resolutions to the number of 105 
were signed today by President 
Coolidge as his part in making 
possible the adjournment of con- 
gress. 

The president approved about 
two dozen bills and vetoed one— 
the postal pay increase méasure— 
during the day in his office. An 
hour before congress adjourned he 
went to the capitol and there, sur- 
rounded by members of his cabinet, 
he affixed his signature to all of 
the measures brought to him before 
the adjournment bell sounded the 
ending of the first session of the 
sixty-eighth congress. 


Washington, June 7.—(Special.)— 
The sixty-eighth congress of the 
I'nited States roared to its close at 
7 o'clock tonight. As the hands of 
the clocks in house and senate indi- 
cated the appointed hour, the gavels 
fell for the last time and the acrimo- 
-nious debate which has featnred the

In a signed statement given to The 
Constitution for exclusive  publica- 
tion, Bisheop Warren A. Candler, of 
the Southern Methodist church, ex- 
plains at length his position in regard 
to the extra session of the general 
conference of that church, which has 
been called by a majority of the 
bishops, for July this year. 


While the purpose of the extra ses- 
sion is to pass ujwon the proposed uni- 
fication plan, already approved by 
the Northern Methodist church, and 
which would unite these two great 
bodies of American Methodism, Bish- 
op Candler makes plain in his state- 
ment that his objection to the extra 
session, is primarily one regarding 
the legality of its call, and is not an 
objection to the proposed unification 
plan itself, 

Bishop Candler, after quoting the 
opinion of many of the greatest law- 
yers in Methodism, sets forth a strong 
case for his argument that the call 
for the extra session was not made in 
strict legal accord with the constitu- 
tional rules of the church. He con- 
tends that, before such a eall can be 
legal, it must be approved by all the 
annual conferences, and that each an- 
nual conference must have the op- 
portunity, if it desires, to elect a new 
delegation for the special session of 
the general conference, and _ to in- 
struct that delegation as to its views 
on the question which the extra ses- 
sion is called to discuss.

Tokio., June 7.—Gangs of ronin 
(political rufiians) tonight force 
several motion-picture houses ar 
American films to close. Anti-Ameri- 
ican feeling here has reached a seri- 
ous stage. 3 

The motion-picture business here 
has been noting the effects of the anti- 
American boycott for several days, 
the dropping off in business becoming 
more and more noticeable. Tom D. 
Cochrane, Far East manager for 
Paramount Films, arrived in Tokio to- 
day. Instructions to close the Tokio 
houses due to the business slump, un- 
less unusual improvement is noted, 
have been issued. 


SATURDAY NIGHT 
DANCE BROKEN UP. 

Tokio, June 7.—Ruffians broke up 
the Saturday night dance at the Im- 
perial hotel tonight, attended by many 
members of the foreign community, 
with a demonstration of oppositien to 
the exclusion clause of the new Amer- 
ican immigration law. 

Members of the foreign colony had 
gathered as usual for the Saturday 
night dance, a regular event in their 
social life. So far as the foreigners 
were concerned, the demonstration 
eame without warning, the ronins 
walking onto the dance floor and 
starting speeches. 

About 50 foreign women were pres- 
ent, most of them Americans. They 
left the dance room at once, not only 
because of the menacing attitude of 
the ronins, but because of the in- 
sulting character of their language. 

Fight Barely Averted. 

The foreign men remained and a 
threatened fight was averted only by 
the intervention of the Japanese 
guests, who as calmly as possible per- 
suaded the ronin to leave. After the 
intruders had gone, a spokesman for 
the Japanese guests addressed the 
Americans present, saying “that thé 
demonstration had not been intended 
as an affront to the Americans, but 
was intended to shame the Japanese 
present who were associating with 
Americans in ‘this time of national 
danger.’ ”’ - 

The dance, however, was at an end, 
for the orchestra had disappeared. 

Police Knew in Advance. 

The police made no move to halt 
the demonstration, although according 
to reliable information, they had 
known of the plans for it sifice 3 
o'clock this afternoon. It is learned 
from authoritative Japanese sources 
friendly with «merica that tonight's 
demonstration is only part of a larger 
affair which has been planned with 
the intention of evicting all Ameri- 
cans from the country.

Some of the bishops hold that the bishops 
are authorized to fix any time for holding 
a called session of the general conference 
without regard to the right of objection 
rested in the annua! conferences by para- 
graph 38. Others hold that the authority 
given the bishops by paragraph 37 is limit- 
ed by the rights vested in the annual con- 
ferences by paragraph 38, and that a gen- 
eral conference can not be called until each 
and every annual conference has had op- 
portunity to exercise its right of option, 
conferred by paragraph 38. 

Pending the discussion of the matter on 
yesterday, I read to the bishops the paper 
which I enclose. 

The matter is not yet settled, but will 
probably be determined on tomorrow. oer 
Thursday. 

Please wire me on Wednesday morping 
your judgement concerning the correct in- 
terpretation of the law governing the mat- 
ter. Wire, of course, at my expense. A 
longer or shorter opinion, as you may pre- 
fer.

Opinions on Call. 

“To my letter, Justice Thomas re- 
plied on Wednesday, May 7, as fol- 
lows: 

Letter jus t received. Section 37 of 
discipline gives the bishops unlimited power 
in the exercise of a wise discretion as to 
the necessity, subject, however, to the limi- 
tation fixed by section 38, and therefore 
this discretion to call an extra session is 
limited as to time to such date as to give 
to the annual conferences the opportunity 
of exercising their rights of selecting dele- 
gates to represent such conferences in the 
concrete question to be considered at said 
called session, That is section 37 and 33 
must be construed together.

“With the conclusion reached by 
these able lawyers, Hon. Percy Mad- 
din and Hon. J. McFerrin Anderson, 
of Nashville, Tenn., agreed, as did 
also Hon. Perry Rader, of Jefferson 
City, Mo., whose carefully prepared 
opinions, given in writing are too long 
to be quoted in this article. 

“Subsequently, Hon.’ W. G. M. 
Thomas and his partner sent me a 
earefully considered opinion, which 
also is too long to quote in full. It is 
sufficient to quote this paragraph 
from that opinion. 

“Tt is out opinion that in the call 
to be issued, the bishops must fix such 
a date for the called general confers 
ence as that the annual conference 
shall be given opportunity to express 
itself, should it so prefer, as to its 
own delegation,’ 

‘“‘Phese opinions were given to the 
bishops, just as they were received, 
On Wednesday afternoon, May 7, 
news was received that the general 
conference of our northern brethren 
lad approved the “proposed plan of 
unification,” and promptly the bishops 
were called by me to meet on Thura- 
day. May &8. 

“In the meeting on May 8, the dis- 
cussion both of the legality and ex- 
pediency of calling the general con- 
ference not later than August 1, was 
continued, and finally it was agreed 
to adjourn until May 20, for further 
consideration of the matter. 

“Tt was necessary for me to return 
to my home on the night of May 8. 

Lawyer Investigates. 

“In the discussion had on that day, 
a word was dropped by a bishop fa- 
voring an early session of the general 
conference, to the effect that para- 
graphs 37 and 38 had never been 
handed down to the annual confer- 
ences—a fact which for the time I 
have forgotten, although the fact was 
stated in a report made to the gen- 
eral conference of 1914, by the “com- 
mission on the constitution,” compos 
ed of Bishops Alpheus Wilson, James 
Atkins, William B. Murrah, Collins 
Denny and myself, and although the 
fact had been brought to the notice of 
the church by Hon. W.: F. Barclay, 
a member and secretary of. a previ- 
ously appointed commission in Aa 
book published in 1902 and _high- 
ly commended by Bishop John J. 
Tigert, who was the Book editor. 

“When I reached Atlanta, on May 
9, having many tasks to discharge, I 
asked MY. William D. Thoemren, one 
of the ablest Methodist lawyers in 
the south, to investigate the constl- 
tutionality of paragraphs 37 and 388 
for me. This he kindly did, and after 
his eareful investigation he handed 


me the following statement: 

For the first time in the history of 
Methodism it becomes necessary to call a 
special session of the general conference. 
The novelty of this procedure has invited an 
examination of the method that should be 
adopted to render the called session of the 
conference legal, 

Prior to 1808 such conferences *had been 

mass conferences attended by all of the 
ministers of the church. In the last mass 
conference which was held in 1808, a plan 
for a representative general conference was 
adopted. The only reference to a called 
session of the conference incorporated in 
this plan, is contained in the following ex- 
tracts from the journal of the meeting held 
Tuesday afternoon. May 24, 1808. 
e ‘Moved by Daniel Ostrander, and sec- 
onded by Ezekiel Cooper, that the general 
superintendents, with or by the advice of 
all the annual conferences, or, if there be 
no general superintendent, all the annual 
conferences respectively,, shall have power 
to call. a general conference, if they judge 
it necessary, at any time. Carried.’ 

This motion. along with other motions 
adopted at the same _ session, has been 
since considered as the fundamental law 
governing representatiye general conier- 
ences, and indeed has often been spoken 
of as a part of the constitution of the 
Methodist church. The foregoing motion 
evidently did not intend to render it an 
easy matter to bring the general conference 
into special session, as no call could he 
issied wntil all of the annual conferences 
had first approved it. 

Change in 1866. 

No change was made in the above law 
until the conference of 1866, at which the 
report of a committee was adopted, which 
provided that ‘the bishops or-a majority of 
nil the annual conferences shall have at- 
thority to call a general conference if they 
judge it necessary, at any time. When a 
general conference is called it shall he 
constituted of the delezates elected to 
the preceding general conference, except 
when any annual conference shall prefer 
to have a new election. 

This action of the conference of 1866 
was not submitted to the annual conference 
for ratification, although it involved a 
very radical and fundamental change in 
the law and gave the bishops the authority 
to impose on the church a called session 
of the general conference without consult- 
ing any of the annual conferences— 
whereas. previously any one annual con- 
ference could have prevented the call of the 
especial general conference by declining to 
advise the same. 

If the motion adopted at the conference 
of 1808 and first above set forth is to be 
treated as a part of the constitution of 
the church, and such seems to have been 
the generally accepted view of it. See: Man- 
ual of the Discipline, page 7, foot note 15; 
The Constitution of the M. E. Churches, 
by Barclay, pages 37 to 41: report of the 
commission on the constitution of the M. E. 
Church, South, page 29 (recommendation 
as to rule 37), it would seem that such 
a radical change as was proposed by the 
annual conferences, who were thus devested 
of what had theretofore been one of their 
fundamental rights. 

It is to be noted that under the ac- 
tion of 1808, no provision was made as to 
who should constitute a called general con- 
ference. It was doubtless contemplated 
that inasmuch as the annual conference 
had to act affirmatively before such a 
session could be called that they would 
in the event of their decision to advise 
the call of the general conference, at the 
same time elect delegates to such general 
conference, In other words, the galled gen- 
eral conference was in effect the calling 
of a new body and not merely calling into 
a second session a general conference 
which had already held one regular ses- 
sion. 

As this change of 1866 was not sub- 
mitted to the annyal conferences, it wonld 
seem that the attempt to thus amend the 
fundamental law had not been completed, 
and that the action of the general con- 
ference in adopting the proposed amendment 
was mereiy the first step toward bringing 
about the change—the second step in which 
was just as necessary and should have con- 
sisted in the approval of the annual con- 


ferences. 
Two Constructions. 


It would appear, therefore, in order to 
call a general conference at this time in 
a manner that would place its legality be- 
yond doubt, necessary to follow the law 
as it unquestionably existed prior to 1866 
and require the call to originate with the 
the annual conferences.’’ 

The change proposed in 1866 is prob 
ably capable of two constructions—one of 
which is extremely radical and the other 
of which is very much less radical and 
would preserve to the annual conferences 
a larger measure of the power that they 
unquestionably had prior to 1866. 

nder the first construction, the bish- 
call a general 


nual conferences to intervene between the 
date of the issuance of the call and the 
date of the session of the general confer- 
ence, If the conference is us called by 
the bishops, it would necessarily be com- 
posed of the delegates elected to the last 
general conference as none of the annual 
conferences would have an opportunity to 
change their delegation even though they 
desired to do so. Any conference which 
had been created at the last regular ses- 
sion of the general conference would_ be 
without representative in the called session. 

The other construction puts special stress 
on the provision giving to the annual con- 
ferences the right to elect new delegates to 
the called session of the general conference 
if they so desired. In order to give the an- 
nual conferences a chance to express such 
preference it must be implied that the bish- 
ops, in fixing the date of the session, 
should not fix it prior to the next session 
of all of the annual conferences. If the date 
is thus fixed subsequent to the session of 
the annual confeerences. the annual con- 
ferences have an opportunity to meet and 
consider the called session and instruct 
their delegates to the last general confer- 
ence—or if they prefer, elect new delegates, 
who would go to the called session of 
the conference with a full knowledge of 
what action their conference desired taken. 

In my opinion, therefore, the safest rule 
to be followed in calling the generai con- 
ference, is to follow the law ag it existed 
prior to 1866 (and it is probably still 
exist, because of failure to submit the ac- 
tion of 1866 to the annual conferences). 
If this is done, the call for the general con- 
conferences and then be acted upon by the 
bishops pursuant to the advice of the an- 
nual conferences. New delegates to the con- 
ference will be selected by the annual con- 
ferences at the same time that they ad- 
vise the call, if they should so desire. 

If it ie determined to act upon thé law 
as now set out in the discipline, even 
though it has not been approved by the 
annual conferences, it is clearly best to 
construe said law conservatively rather 
than radically, and to fix the date of said 
conference at such time as will be subse- 
quent to the next meeting of all of the 
annual conferences. For the bishops to give 


1 it the radical interpretation is to claim for 


themselves a power that will doubtless in 
some quarters be considered usurpation on 
their part for the result would be to de- 
prive the annual conferences of the right 
to express a preference for a new dele- 
gation, and indeed to deprive one or more 
annual conferences of any. representation 
at all in the general conference since such 
conferences were only created recently and 
have never yet elected delegates to a gen- 
eral conference, 
Vital Importance. 

The subject matter to be considered at 
the called session of the general conference, 
is of such vital importance and may be 
brought into question in the courts of so 
many different state jurisdictions as to 
render it absolutely necessary for the bish- 
ops in this ease not to give to the law 
any interpretation about which there is 
doubt, 

‘The action of the general conference of 
1922 in instructing the bishops to call a 
special session of our general conference, 
is and probably was. only intended to be 
merely advisory, as under no canstruction 
is the general conference itself given any 
power to call or to require the bishops to 
call, a special session, 

Being merely advisory, it must be read in 
connection with the law of the church re. 
garding called sessions of the general con- 
ference, as it could not be construed to 
advise the bishops to do an illegal thing. 
This advice of the general conference of 
1922, would undoubtedly be complied with 
should the bishops fix the date of the ses- 
sion of the general conference at a time 
subsequent to the next meeting of all of 
the annual conference, 

“IT had copies of Mr. Thomson's 
paper made, and in perfect fairness I 
sent one to Bishop McMurry in ad- 
vance of the meeting of the bishops 
on May 20. 

“When the bishops met on May £0, 
this constitutional question was laid 
before them. 

“It was shown that the chapter in 
the book of Discipline on the general 
conference has always been held by 
both branches of Episcopal Method- 
ism in America as being of a const)j- 
tutional nature since its adoption in 
1808, and that it was so declared in 
the edition of the ‘Manual of the 
Discipline’ approved by the bishop as 
late as 1920. 

“Tt was shown also that this view 
of the chapter was sustained by Bish- 
ops Soule, MeKendree, McTyeire, 
Tigert and Merrill and was support- 
ed by Dr. J. M. Buckley and Bishop 
Thomas B. Neeley in their treatises 
on the constitution of Episcopal 
Methodism. 

Change Undertaken. 


“Tt was pointed out that in 1896 
the northern general conference un- 
dertook to change the time of meet- 
ing of the general conference from 
the ‘first day of May’ to the ‘first 
Wednesday in May,’ and that it was 
found necessary to refer to the annual 
conferences even sO small a change in 
the constitution ‘as that. 

“Particular attention was called to 
the very significent fact that’ the 
northern general conference of 1856, 
undertook to change the method of 
calling a special session of the general 
conference, and did actually pass a 
bill to that effect, but failed to refer 
the proposed change to the annual 
conferences; that this illegally adopt- 
ed amendment was printed in their 
book of discipline from 1856 to 1900 
—44 years—when the- error was dis- 
covered and corrected by the adoption 
of their revised constitution as it now 
exists. 

“Of their illegal attempt in 1856 to 
change this feature of the constitu- 
tion, Dr. Buckley says in his book on 
the construction, ‘There is no évi- 
dence that this change was submitted 
to the annual conferences. It was, 
therefore, clearly a usurpation of 
power by the general conference to 
enact it and an imposition upon-the 
church to change its discipline with- 
out authority.’ 

‘Besides the statememt of William 
D. Thomson, on. the subject, Hon. 
Perry S. Rader, of Jefferson City, 
Mo., gave a full discussion of this 
constitutional question, but his opin 
ion was not read to the college of 
bishops. 

“T have been told that in reydy to 
a letter by one of the majority by 
whom the extra session of the gen- 
eral conference was called, Hon. John 
T. Ellison, of Centreville, Ala., also 
pointed out that paragraphs 37 and 
38, of edition of disclipline, 1922, 
had never been legally adopted; but 
no mention of his letter was made 
to the college of bishops. 

Move by Dickey. 

“Pending the discussion on May 20, 
Bishop Dickey, seconded by Bishop 
Darlington, moved to fix the date of 
the called session of the general ton- 
ference for the first Wednesday in 
May, 1925, and against their motion 
the point of order was made by Bish- 
op Mouzen that it could not be en- 
tertained without reconsideration of 
the action taken early in the session 
fixing the date not later than August 
1, and that the motion to reconsider 
had been made once and defeated al- 
ready. I ruled that the point was 
well taken, and the motion could not 
be made unless the former action was 
rescinded. No motion to rescind was 
made, it being evident that it would 
be voted down. 

“Pending the discussion I said that 
I would agree to May 25, 1925 for 
the date of the extra session and 
would unite with all the bishors in 
earnestly urging the annual confer- 
ences to unite with us in making the 
call for the extra session of the gen- 
eral conference at that time. I ex- 
pressed the confident belief that 
every one of the annual conferences 
would respond affirmatively to our 
urgent request, and that thereby all 
legal difficulties would be escaped 
and all other obstacles removed. 

“But the called session was set for 
July 2, 1924, notwithstanding all ar- 
guments and appeals to the contrary. 

When the final vote had been taken 
the bishops ordered the chairman and 
secretary (Candler and Denny) to 
frame the formal call, which we 
cheerfully agreed to do, provided it 
might be submitted to the bishops for 
approval or amendment when it had 
been framed. 

“Accordingly at the night session of 
the college of bishops on May 20, the 
formal call was submitted, slightly 
amended and then unanimously ap- 
proved. Thereupon I signed it as 
chairman and passed it to the secre- 
tary, Bishop Denny, for his signa- 
ture, and he gave it publication in 
the usual way, He tells me that he 
did not feel free to give the official 
paper to any other newspaper in ad- 
vanee of giving it to the editor of th 
official organ of the church,

and sent out the night of May 20, by 
the Associated Press to all the papers 
of that association in America. This 
was done before’the statement made 
by Bishop Denny, Darlington, Dickey 
and myself was so much as written. 
Decide on Statement. 

“We four (Denny, Darlington, 
Dickey and Candler) remained im the 
room after the college of bishops ad- 
journed and after consultation we de- 
cided that we ought to publish a 
statement, which statement I was re- 
quested to write. I then went aside 
and wrote it. When it was read to 
Bishops Denny, Darlington and 
Dickey, a few minor changes were 
suggested by them, which having 
been made, they affixed their signa- 
tures to the paper. As it was in my 
handwriting and was obliged to 
leave Nashville early the next morn- 
ing, I carried it to the city editor of 
The ‘Tennessean about 11 or 12 
o’clock that night, read it to him and 
requested its publication, He pub- 
lished it on the morning of May 21, 
in connection with an extended pub- 
lication of the fact that the extra 
session had been called for July 2. 

“This is a plain statement of fact 
about which there is nothing mysteri- 
ous and nothing reprehensible. 

“If we had made no statement many 
good people might have supposed that 
we approved the call, and especially 
so, in view of the fact that the bishops 
whe ordered the call did not sign it 
(as I believe would have been bet- 
ter), and it was ordered published 
over the signatures of Bishop Denny 
and myself as secretary and chair- 
mre neither of whom approved the 
call. 

“Moreover we felt that it was due 
the church as well as ourselves, that 
the statement of the case, as we saw 
it, should be published. 

“For one I should have felt I was 
remiss in a matter of plain duty, if 
the facts, as we stated them, had not 
been laid before the church. 

“It is a matter of little importance 
how or when the statement we made 
was published, 

“Nor is the position of any one or 
all of us with reference to the ‘pro- 
posed plan of unification’ the main 


issue. 
The Real Issue. 

‘The real issue is: Was the eall 
for an extra session on July 2 made 
legally and justly? Were paragraphs 
37 and 38 of the discipline of 1922, 
under which the majority of the bish- 
ops assumed to act, ever legally in- 
acted? Were they ever handed down 
by the general conference to the an- 
nual conferences for approval? If 
they were not (and no man will dare 
affirm that they ever were submit- 
tel to the annual conferences), they 
are not any part of the law of the 
church; the law of 1808 is still a 
part of the. constitutional law of the 
church; andeas such it should be re- 
spected and obeyed. 
matter of fact, which need not arouse 
any personal feeling or provoke any 
irritation whatsoever. 

“The most ardent advocate of the 
proposed plan of unification, if he be 
wise, would not wish it adopted with 
even a color or cloud of illegality 
resting on the method of its adop- 
tion. Its most earnest opponent 
could not wish for it anything worse 
than its adoption under a process of 
doubtful legality. 

“It is nothing to the purpose to say 
the very great men, who were mem- 
bers of the general conference of 
1866, could not-have blundered by 
failing to refer a _ constitutional 
amendment to the annual conferences. 
Hy an indisputable fact that they 
id. 

“One of them, Dr. William A. Smith, 
of Virginia, one of the mighiest 
among them, candidly confessed that 
he did thus blunder with respect to 
another most imrortant amendment. 
He offered in the general conference of 
1854 the measure providing for what 
is now called the bishop's “veto,” 
which is found in paragraph 43 of 
discipline. The general eonference of 
1854 adopted the measure, but both 
Dr. Smith and the general confer- 
ence overlooked the fact that it was 
necessary to refer it to the annual 
conferences. Nevertheless, it was in- 
serted in the discipline of 1854. He 
says he intended to call up the mat- 
ter at the general conference in 1858, 
but forgot to do so. It continued to 
appear inthe discipline until 1870. 
although without authority. Dr. P. 
A, Peterson, in his “History of the 
Revisions of the’ Discipline” says of 
it: “This provision was inserted in 
1854. But as it possessed the power 
and quality of a constitutional pro- 
vision and had been adopted simply 
by a majority vote of the general 
conference, its validity was doubted. 
The matter was brought up in the 
general conference of 1866, but ‘was 
not settled.” By the general conference 
of 1870 it was referred to the com- 
mittee On episcopacy, who reported 
that it was without authority and 
recommended the adoption of the 
proviso, aS itnow appears in the Dis- 
cipline. The recommendation of the 
committee “received the constitutional 
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majority of two-thirds and was sent. 


down to the annual conferences for 
their concurrence, which was given.” 

“Thus it appears that a paragraph 
which was illegal and without au- 
thority continued fo appear in the 
discipline from 1854 to 1870. But its 
author, Dr. W. A. Smith, with cour- 
age and candor declared it null and 
void, and the other great leaders in 
the conference of 1866 agreed with 
him, although both he and they fail- 
ed in that conference to correct the 
blunder. 

Blunder Undisguised. 


“The great men, whe composed the 
general conference of 1866, did not, 
for one moment, seek to disguise their 
blunder or to defend an unconstitu- 
tional amendment by ‘pleading that

“All this I steadfastly believe. I

“The unity of the college bishops 
would have been preserved by fixing 
the time of the called session for the 
first Wednesday in May; 1925, and 
for this [I made an earnest appeal to 
my colleagues, but without avail.

“T entered the ministry of my be- 
loved church three months before I 
was 18 years of age. To its service 
I have given the undivided strenzth 
of my life for above forty and nine 
years. I have never taken a vaca- 
tion, -and during this period of near- 
ly a half century I have preached on 
an average of more than three times 
a week. I have served missions, cir- 
cuits, stations and districts, living in 
plain parsonages when I did not dwell 
in mine own hired house. I have done 
editorial and educational work. From 
no field of service to which I have 
been called by my church have I 
turned away. All my appointments 
I have accepted without complaint.

POSTAL PAY RAISE

of relation of the cost of the postal 
service and revenue derived therefrom. 
he time has arrived to consider put- 
ting the postal service ‘bn a sound 
basis so far as expenditures and rev- 
enues are concerned. 

“It is apparent that. the matter of 
increasing the salaries of postal em- 
ployees should be considered in con- 
nection with the ways and means; the 
postal revenues may be correspon- 
ingly increased, not apart therefrom. 
This report will be vailable when the 
congress convenes in December, and 
this matter can then be considered. 

“This bill adds approximately $68,- 
000,000 to the annual expenditures of 
the government,” Mr. Coolidge said. 
“It makes no provision for raising this 
amount as postal revenue. The money 
must come from the pockets of the 
taxpayers. To the extent that we 
create further obligations which must 
Le met from the moneys derived from 
texation to that extent do we reduce 
the possibility of further reduction in 
taxes. Before such obligations are 
created it should be _ conclusively 
shown that they are essential in the 
best interests of the nation. 

Extravagance Must Stop. 

“Government extravagance must 
stop. The people of the nation are 
paying all that it is possible for them 
to pay. I have taken my position 1n 
relation to government economy, which 
I have stated and restated until it is 
well known. I feel that that position 
ought to be consistent. I do not see 
how I can approve the large increase 
in expenditure of this kind, except on 
the plea of urgent necessity. It may 
he that some adjustments would be 
justified, but an organized effort by 
a great body of public employees to 
secure indiscriminate increase in com- 
pensation should have the most 
searching scrutiny. The needs of the 
public, the ability of the people to 
pay must have some consideration.” 

The president called attention to 
three adjustments in yostal salaries 
since 1918, and added that since then 
the cost of living had decreased rather 
than increased. He submitted figures 
showing that the lowest average of the 
enlaries of postal emplovees in the 
field service is nearly $200, more than 
the average for emplovees in the gov- 
ernment departments in Washington, 
and presented the results of a_ post- 
office department survey which found 
“that in all cases of employees of a 
similar character the average salaries 
raid by business institutions throng¢h- 
eut the country were much lower than 
those paid in the postal service.” 

Mention was made of the long list 
of persons awaiting onportunity to ob- 
tnin emplorment in the postal service 
with the statement that with the ex- 
ception of large cities and indusrial 
communities, there had been no dif- 
fieulty experienced in maintaining lists 
of eligibles to. fill vacancies,

PASSING OF MRS. UPTON 
BY MAXINE DAVIS. 

Cleveland, Obio, June 7.—Old line 
suffragists are mourning the passing 
of Harriet Taylor Upton as a na- 
tional leader of republican women. 
She is retiring as vice chairman cf 
the republican national committee to 
run for congress from Ohio. Her re- 
tirement from the national committee 
marks the end of the influence on 
national politics of the theories of the 
energetic women who carried the suf- 
frage fight to its conclusion. 


With Mrs. Alvin T. Hert, recor- 
mended new vice chairman of the 
executive committee of the republican 
national committee, comes a new era 
of new figures and ideals of activity. 

Suffragist In Early Days. 

In the pre-suffrage days, Mrs. Up- 
ton was among the women who 
evolved the idea of non-partisan lobby- 
ing. The plan upon which suffrage 
was won was the method by which 
women brought pressure to bear upon 
the legislators of both parties. It 
was not until efter they were granted 
the franchise tbat they professed an; 
political faith. 

When the suffrage amendment was

We must appreciate the fact that all 
work is noble if the worker be noble 
Under wise guidance each individual 
must be made acquainted with the 
world of work and must have free- 
dom of. choiee, so that he may apply 
himself wholeheartedly to his work, 
and realize the joy that comes 
through well done. 

Every human being can be a success 
at something. As educators, it ig our 
problem to help each bey and each 
rirl to find out what that something 
is and then prepare him to do 1t. 

Even a subnormal child, unless an 
institutional case, may be so trained 
that he may find his work and do it 
well. I have in mind a feeble-minded 
boy of 18 who drifted about the 
streets. wayward and unhappy. He 
was found, taught things that he could 
learn, and placed in a position where 
he now makes a living and is happy 
and self-respecting. because he has 
found his work. His job is to push a 
little cart through a large building 
and collect articles at certain stations. 
The whole problem is to make fits out 
of misfits. 

Emotions Important. 


One of the most neglected fields of 
education is the education of the emo- 
tions. We are living in a wonderful 
world today. It will be still more 
wonderful tomorrow. Applied science 
has eliberated man from much of the 
drudgery of life. Man has much more 
leisure than formerly. In the near 
future he will have still more. What 
is he going to do with it? Education 
must provide for the free time. 
is in his free time that man makes his 
greatest contributions, or commits Pis 
greatest crimes. Education must pro- 
vide a worthy outlet for the emotions. 

The human spirit is ever striving to 
express itself. Properly stimulated 
and guided the creative genius in. man 
finds expression in art, science and 
literature. When proper motives are 
lacking the emotions run riot and mis- 
ery and crime are the results. 

Not only through art, science or lit- 
erature, but he has the right to be 
so educated that he may hear the me> 
sage that the master musician sends 
te us in some great symphony; he 
must must be taught how to see what 
the artist has put into his picture; he 
must be led to understand and apnrre- 
ciate the meaning of a masterpiece of 
literature: he must be led to see and 
love God’s great universe of law and 
beauty, and to thrill with the joy of 
living. 

Higher Ideals Vital. 

We are just beginning to realize 
what may be accomplished through 
education.. Germany and Japan have 
taught the world a wonderful lesson.

‘The best principle ard 
practice of the kindergarten is thit 
the children should be happy while 
they learn and that they jearn better 
when happy. The motive of the kin- 
dergarten, ‘Joy in doing, should ne 
the motive in all education, and the 
inspiring motive of all human life. I 
believe that kindergartens should he a 
regular part of every urban public 
school system. 

‘““The National Kindergarten asso- 
ciation- of. New York has recently 
called my attention to their estimate 
that in the United States only one 
child in nine now has the privilege of 
kindergarten training. 

“IT earnestly hope that parents and 
educators will unite in an effort ta 
secure the advantages of sourd train- 
ing for more of the nation’s liftle 
ones at the habit-forming time of@ife. 
England has set us a good example by 
authorizing the exypenditure of pub- 
lic money on the eduention of children 
as young as two years of age. Peti- 
tions presented to school boards at 
this time mizht receive favorable con- 
sideration in many communities.”

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Mrs. Winter Gives Her Report ae 
For 1920-1924 Administration - 


Mrs. Thomas G. Winter, of Min- 


neapolis, Minn., retiring president of 
the General Federation of Women's 
clubs, gave her report for the 1920- 
1924 administration to the seven- 
teenth biennial convention at the 
opening of the business session in Los 
Angeles, Cal., on June 4. She said: 

The past is valuable to us only as it 
portends something bicger than itself and 
suggests the next steps. 

This president, about to die, is going to 
spare the delegates a list of speeches she 
has made, of the journeys she has taken, 
of the letters she has written, eof the my- 
riad contacts she has had with other or- 
gavizations, and of her mistakes which 
would take the greatest space of all, There 
bave been board and executive committee 
meetings, trips te Washington to consult 
about headquarters, visits to states and 
districts and clubs, magazine and newspa- 
por articles galore. If you had to listen 
to the long tale, if might either put you t 
sleep or move yon to tears of sympathy, but 
in either case you would promptly forget 
it. The bulk of it lies in these tgvo note- 
books which will pass on to your next 
president and presently be buried in files 
where some curious archacologist may some 
dav exhume it. 

Let these few moments be just a enm- 
ming up of the energies of the past four 
years with our face toward the future. 

When the present administration came 
into offiee, this organization, like all the 
world, was facing a transformed order of 
thines, ahd the question was could we so 
readjust both our machinery and onr ont- 
look, our methods and our peint of view, 
that we could econtinne to be a _ living, 
crowfng thing. Only the organism that is 
capable of using the sweep of the times as 
a swimmer uses the current is going to keep 
ita head above the waters. How match our 
creat traditions to another ward move. 
There had heen heroic work ne to create 
this great federation and to keep it alive 
during the disruptive years of the war and 
the after war years were troublesome ones. 
Our organization problem, like the problem 
of the whele world, was how to hecome 
both more democratic and more irtelligent, 
how enlarge our machinery to include many 
more workers and at the some time deepen 
the zeal of those many. 

The first move of this 
the day 
convention, war to eall the 
dents into its board meeting for a frank 
discussion of policies and methods. The re- 
sult was a reorganization in our departments 
of work with an attempt to simplify them 
and to nse names that wonld he a little 
more in accordanee with the interests of 
the times. Going even deeper into our 
policies was a right ahout face in one 
significant particular. We had heen grow- 
ing more and more uncomfortably aware 
of the anomoly in having some clinbs hold 
membership directly in the federation and 
others bold membership only through their 
states. There had heen various abortive 
attempts to shunt off direct membership and 
toe do what was called the logical thing of 
holding only through the state, but the dele- 
gate hody would never vote an amendment 
disenfranching itself. This 
decided that instead of saying ‘‘keep out’’ 
it would say ‘‘come in’’—that it was equal- 
ly logical to invite every eluh to direct 
membership. The result has been hardly 
short of ineredible—that in fonr years the 
movement has swept into membership over 
three thousand new clubs raising our direct 
list from ahout two thousand to almost 
five thousand, and that fourteen states hare 
amended their constitutions so as to bring 
every club that is a member of the state 
also into general membership. The impetns 
of this new movement means vastly more 
than added members. With it goes a rision 
of what our coordinated energies mean, a 
linking of us east and west and south and 
north that 
organization, 

General Federation Magazine. 

That first meeting of the state presi- 
dents with the board brought ont one fact 
that had to be reckoned witlr immediately, 
the fact that only ten of the state presi 
dents were willing to give active snpport 
to the continuance of onr general federation 
magazine, while twenty-five definitely stat- 
ed that they would do no more of the can- 
vassing of subscriptions that would be nec- 
essary to carry it on. Under these _ cir- 
cumstances, there was nothing for your ¢e4- 
ministration officers to do but to set in 
motion agencies for winding up the affairs 
of the magazine, and to substitute as an 
experiment. the free news bulletin which 
has now for more than three years been 
carrying in simple, 
news of the club world to every club 
, that holds direct membership as well as to 
officers and one thousand newspapers. The 
satisfaction has been all but universayr. But 
the chair realizes that the success of the 
news has been largely a piece of good for- 
tune in the willing sacrifice of time and 
money made by a professional newspaper 
woman who knows the game both from 
the point of view of news and the point 
of view of the profession of the printer. 

And still we gaze and still the wonder 

breeds, 

That. one small News can hold so,much 

as Lessie Read's. 7 

The rising currents of club life and the 
leap in numbers and the enormous growth 
in women's interests in every phase of pub- 
lic affairs inevitahly made the federation 
feel more than ever its own inadequacy 
in handling the mere business of club or- 
ganizations. For years one faithfnl and 
devoted woman, Mary I. Wood, had given 
her time and love far up in New Hampshire 
to clubwomen-all over the country. There 
came the struggle under Mr. Cowles to 
enlarge that burean of information to a real 
headquarters in Washington, but the tumult 
of war times and inadequate funds had 
held it back. We could hardly hold up 
our heads among the great organizations of 
the country without some more adequate 
place which should hold us unified while 
administrations came and went. So grew 
the movement toward headquarters. The 
purchase of the lovely home in Washing- 
ton, the setting np of its machinery for the 
service of clubwomen, its printing and mul- 
tigraphing ontfit, its addressograph, which 
keeps one girl busy changing names and 
addresses because you will keep electing 
ae officers at all kinds of miscellaneous 
imes, 


Paralieling those movements must be add- 

two very important developments for 
up the new and old and pouring 
fresh currents of life into our veins: the 
first. insuring the continuity of our efforts 
by getting more and more young people 
into our organizations which resulted in 
ereating the committee on junior member- 
ships; and, second, the equally important 
right about face in our own attitude toward 
our job that has lifted it out of the ama- 
teur stage and made us realize the club 
work was not a catch-as-catch-can affair. 
nor to be administered by rule of thumb 
but that we needed to school ourselves in 
the best ways of doing our work to make 
ourselves efficient. ‘This means the train- 
ing sciool of the club institute.

uate it; because we could not jut on Gar- 
den Week or a dozen great and dramatic 
services that require large sums but that 
ought to be put where they belong and 
under direct management of the General ~ 
Federation of Women’s Clubs. We had to 
£9 out and beg help from magazines and 
newspapers, from individuals and even or- 


ganizations to have even a small share in 


them. So the $5,000,000 dangled alluringly 

before our administrative eyes. This preai- 

dent lay awake nights to think about if, 

but was gradually forced to a conclusion 

abcut this organization which she has learn- = 
ed to love as she loves her life blood. A 

huge sum at the center—suppoese it could 

be raised—means a centralized pewer. It 

tends to draw around itself an atmosphere 

of dictatorship and might even tempt to 

office an arrogant type of woman whom 

God forbid should ever conduct the affairs 

of this General Federation. This adminis- 

tration has longed for a greater and ever 
greater democracy and a greater individual 

responsibility. And what of the far off 
woman who is giving her ten cents. Would 

{£ seem to her worth while to match it 

with millions? ‘Ihe ideal Federation is an 

organization in which we shall all share 

rlike. So your president opposed erer pro- 

posing to you the raising of this great en- 

dewment. But note when she says we all 

share, the emphasis is on share. We must 

cach feel the responsibility not as a burden 

but as a mighty privilege to be a part of 

the consolidated wcmanhood of the greatest 

organization of women in the world. Our 
individual small gift of money must be 
g.ven, but it must be matched by the gift 

of our spirit. Zour president hopes that 

you are not going to fail her trust and 

make it better to have measured our surc- 
cess in terms of a central authority and 

power backed by money. Yon must pnt 

over this universal membership to make 

that money yours, ours, not some far off 

**theirs.’’ 

For every year with onr growth in num- 
bers, with our awakening and greater civic 
consciousness, the demands upon us grow. 
Possibilities loom- upon -us suddenly for 
great acomplishments, and if we hesitate 
or turn away, they seek other egencies and 
wermer hearts. 

Our contacts with other organizations are 
almost bewildering. The president confesses 
that she has sometimes to ask her secre- 
tary. “‘What am T on that organization?” 
60 numerous are the places on boards, ad- 
visory or official with which she is tied up. 
Yet for every one accepted fifty are de- 
clined and the daily decisiong which must 
be faced with inceming mail give one a- 
constant sensation of walking a tight rope. 
The stronger and greater we are, the more 
other people want to use us. When it comes 
to future policies, there will be something 
to say about this question. 

But those contacts with things that are 
going on all over the country reflect back 
tn a renewed confidence in the vital forces 
and in our own dominating influence, our 
potency if we choose to avail ourselves 
of our chances for greatness. 

So the administration of 1920 to 1924 
bequeaths to 1924 to 1926, a problem rather 
than an accomplishment, but a problem with 
a mighty hope. We have been only a push- 
off.

Instances 
are related where corporations have 
invested millions of their idle money 
that would normally be used for 
working capita! in their business. 

The views of the securities mar- 
kets, of bankers and of business men 


towards the new tax law are generally 
favorable. It is regarded as better 
than what existed before, and there 
are many signs that the strongest 
pressure will be brought on the next 
congress to give further tax relief. 
Business men are planning to force 
that issue into the congressional elec- 


sibilities for gains or losses, but ex- 


pecting that there will be much higher 
markets before the year is over. 
Investment Demand. 

There bas also been a rather large 
amount of investment buying, in the 
higher-grade issues. In several spe- 
cialties and a few of the leading 
stocks, pools have formed with a view 
of promoting much higher prices as 
soon as there js a prospect for getting 
a public following. These things have 
brought about some sharp rises in a 
few stocks, but as a whole the mar- 
ket has not yet sbown that it is out 
of a strictly trading area in which 
several advances and reactions may he 
expectec before there is a deiinite 
change. Some of the pecple 
have been bearish on stocks fur many 


months have recently changed to the | 
bull side and are advising the pur- | 


chase of carefully-selected jssues. Un- 
less something new arises of an unfa- 
vorable nature, it is believed that 
whenever the market does get out of 
its present trading area it will go to 
much higher levels, although this may 
be stretched over a long period. 

There are a number of careful ob- 
servers of conditions who helieve that 
several years of good business wiil de- 
velop out of the present dullness, and 
that this will result in severa] years 
of rising prices for securities. There 
is no doubt about the generelly healthy 
position of business at this time. Aft- 
er one of the most sudden and swift- 
est slumps that has ever been seen, 
starting from great activity in many 
lines of industry in February and go- 
ing to extreme dullness before the mid- 
dle of April, there have been few 
disasters and makers of goods have 
managed to curtail their production so 
that no important accumulations in 
leading lines took p’ace. The position 
of inventories, of credit and of work- 
ing capital has been maintained at a 
high pitch in most trades. 

Little Unemployment. 

Very little unemployment has taken 
place, and there hag not been a severe 
decline in purchasing power in aost 
places. Therefore, it might be said 
that business is all ready for a real 
revival and merely needs the right kind 
of backing to bring this about. The 
signing of the tax bill is a step in 
that direction. There are other fac- 
tors pending or partly developed that 
are favorable to business, and the only 
thing that is feared to prevent a re- 
vival is that some political disturb- 
ance may arise out of the presidentia! 
campaigns, as might be feared in a 
vigorous and radical third party move 
ment. 

There is one thing that is still 
lacking in the stock market that will 
have to be supplied before there can 
be any real recoveries in prices. This 
is bull leadership. For over a year 
there has been good leadership on the 
bear side, but none on the construc- 
tive side. The big men of great wealth 
who have been the leaders of former 
bull markets in the past have appar- 
ently been out of trading since the 
early part of 1923. 

Money has continued almost “ridicu 
lously” easy, with plenty of call

The re 
sult has been a steady trend down- 
ward in oil stocks as «9 result of 
scattered liquidation. Tittle rallie. 
have occurred and it looks as if the 
buying has been of better quality 
than the selling. Some big interests 
have accumulated the oil stocks dur- 
ing recessions, but they have bought 
from the’ long-pull viewpoint. 

Weather conditions have e2lso hit 
the clothing trades hard and the tex- 
tile and leather industries have suf- 
fered as a consequence. There has 
not been any undue piling up of goods 
as a result, as the average manufac- 
turer has curtailed production in 
keeping with whatever demand has 
been met with at the time. 

Car Industry Hit. 

The motor car business also met 
'with adversity in part from the 
weather; although it was also hard hit 
by the sudden decline in business 
confidence due to political develop- 
ments. There are indications that 
the motor industry is now in better 
shape and that larger sales of cars 
will take place during the next three 
months than the l.st three is now 
generally expected in this trade. 

Copper metal has been quiet and 
prices soft. There is everything in 


the statistical position of the netal co 
make for higher prices, but there has 
been a steady accumulatien of float- 
ing supply which has kept the mar- 


ket weak. Copper trade _ interests 
kept their optimism, but the several 


recoveries which they have predicted 
have not materialized, so that there 
is a skeptical feeling over their 
prophecy that a real recovery in cop- 
per ywill stsrt this month. 

The steel business is dull, although 
here and there a minor improvemen: 
is noted. Stocks of steel in the 
hands of conust'mers are low and so it 
is quite probable that some improre- 
ment will dereiop in the industry dur- 
ing this month. 

Cotton had a sharp advance as 2 
result of the poor condition of the 
new crop reported by the government. 
Then there was a sharp decline, for 
various speculative interests either 
took profits where they had bought 
prior to the advance or else new short 
selling appeared. There. has heen 
very poor mill demand for some time 
and exports have been smaller. The 
statistical outlook is still streng and 
there are plenty of bullish opinions 
to be heard onthe July position and 
also on the new crop months,

New York, June 7.—The current in- 
dustrial depression, which everybody 
kuows to exist, has recently entered 
a rather important stage. Unemploy- 
ment has begun to crop up here and 
there, and from widely scattered sec- 
tions of the country come reports of 
cuts in wages and reduced operations 
in factories and mills, ‘Textiles, steel 
and automobiles are among the lines 
affected, but there are a number of 
others. 

This is a development which bankers 
and business men, earlier in the year, 
hoped aud believed would be avoided. 
When it comes it usualy meany that 
tre business depression is wore ex- 
tensive than it was believed to be in 
its earlier stages. Furthermore, un- 
employment and reduced wages have 
a tendency in themselves to prolong 
and increase the duiiness of business, 
for the people who are .ut of work, or 
working for less money, are the very 
people who are normally the. biggest 
buyers of staple products, on which 
business depends for prosperity. When 
these people are no longer able to buy 
in the accustomed amounts, merchants 
and manufacturers have to take in 
sail still further, unless there is a 
cnaick reversal in the situation leading 
to a revival cf demand. 

It is a well-known fact that wages 
as a rule rise more slowly than the 
advance in the price of goods, and 
come down more-slowly than com- 
modity prices when commodity prices 
are falling. This is perfectly natural, 
for wage contracts are usually made 
to cover a more or less prolonged pe- 
riod of time. while there is nothing to 
prevent the prices of goods from fluc- 
tnating from day to day. It thus hap- 
pens that when prices are rising, man- 
ufacturers are usually able to make 
large profits because their costs of op- 
eration do not immediately rise in the 
same proportion, but when prices are 
£oing down the mill or factory owner 
finds his profits dwindling or disap- 
rearing because he cannot at once cut 
his wage costs to fit the new condi- 
tions. This is the situation which is 
e.using so much discuseion at the 
present moment regarding the smal] 
nrofits which many manufactnring en- 
terprises are making, despite a fair 
volume of activity. 

Fights Wage Cuts. 

Labor, of course, is bitterly fight- 
ing every attempt to cut wages, and 
trom the workers’ standpoint this is 
perfectly natural. The textile mili 
werkers of Charlotte, N. C., recently 
published a statement in: the news- 
pupers of that city, threatening a 
strike in case the mills put through a 
wage reduction. They pointed out thar 
tor a long time they hac been working 
°"% a reduced schedule and many of 
them had been forced to go into debt 
in order to live. If wages are cut, 
they said, even if workers go back on 
full employment schedule, it will be 
impossible for them to live and pay 
their debts. But the mill owners them- 
selves are powerless, With the exist- 
ing wage scale and the existing cost of 
raw cotton and the existing slack de 
mand for cotton goods, ‘hey are losing 
money. The only thing they can do 
is to cut wages. Raw cotton is high 
because of a short crop and cotton 
coods are not bought b.cause the far- 
mers, who are among the biggest 
users, cannot afford to buy at present 
rrices. because the prices which the 
farmers get for their own products 
are far below the relative prices of 
other years. < 

Despite this vicious circle of prices 
and wages which is checking the free 
snle of goods, there is a widespread 
feeling in financial circles that condi- 
tions will show a marked improvement 
in the autumn. While there are a 
creat many observers who believe that 
the trend of prices over the next few 
years will be downward, the general 
view is that the decline will be so 
gradual and interrupted with recover- 
ies that the general level of prosperity 
will not be greatly lowered. Next fall. 
according to these observers, should 
witness a recovery. Several reasons 
ere given for this belief. 

First, the mere business of supply- 
ing the wants of the 119.000.000 peo- 
re who inhabit the United States 
with the things they need and are 
able to buy. creates an enormous vol. 
ume of business. This population is 
wealthy—the wealthiest in the world, 
despite the difficulties of certain 
classés and the fluctuations in income 
which affect all classes. 

Small Buying. 

Next, the buying habits which have 
recently been developed among mer- 
chants make a sudden recovery pos- 
sible at any time, with little advance 
warning, Formerly, merchants used 
to anticipate their wants for a full 
season, placing their orders in ed- 
vance. The manufacturer and jobber 
then knew very accurately what his 
total volume of business would be for 
that season, and made his production 
schedules accordingly. At present, 
however. merchants buy only what 
they think they can dispose of in a 
very short period, and when that 
stock is exhausted they order myre. 
Fear of falling prices, rapid changes 
in styles and quick and easy trans- 
portation have all combined to bring 
about the new order of buying goods. 
This hand-to-mouth buyinfg leads to 
sudden fluctuations in business ac- 
tivity, just as a stock market 
which there was no short selling 
would be subject to violent ups and 
downs. When present stocks are ex- 
hausted on merchants’ shelves, there 
may Le a violent rush for additional 


in. 


supplies, causing a 
in industrial activity. 

With ihe federal reserve banks fair- 
ly bursting with idle gold and able 
to lend billions for the support of 
trade, conditions are splendid for 
the financing of a trade _ revival, 
Idle money does not, of itself, 
do ai great deal to stimulate 
trade, except as it encourages the ef- 
ficiently organized mills to go ahead 
with their operations because they 
can borrow so cheaply. And eventual- 
ly, of course, idle money forces down 
the rate of interest paid by good in- 
vestments to a point where business 
men prefer to resume trade opera- 
tions, with all their uncertainties, 
rather than keep their money earn- 
ing a very small return in the invest- 
ment market. 

The restoration of confidence is an- 
other important thing that will have 
to tuke place before there can be any 
widespread resumption of activity. 
Every factory which makes articles 
for sale next week or later is specu- 
lating, whether it wants to or not, 
With political conditions so uncertain, 
with nobody knowing what congress 
would do, with the income tax law in 
suspense, and with the threat of a 
third party and a harrowing presiden- 
tial election, no wonder a lot of man- 


keep their operations on a »estricted 
basis, or to shut down entirely. With 
the ymassing of the national political 
primaries this month, it will be pos- 
sible to tell in a general way what 
the coming political campaigns will 
be like. The country will feel better 
when it knows. 

When al] is said, however, the best 
students of the situation realize that 
our industry will not be restored to 
a thoroughly satisfactory basis until 
the two great problems, Europe and 
the farmer, are in a fair way to 
solved. Europe has been the outlet for 
the farmer’s surplus products, It is 
the lack of the European market that 
has depressed the value of what the 
farmer raises until bankruptcy has 
Stared him in the face. A good deal 
can be done by making farming more 
efficient ydanting fewer acres and 
raising more jer acre, extending the 
proper kind of credit, helping the 
farmer to market his goods coopera- 
tively instead of competitively, and 
the like. But the key to the situation 
lies abroad, and Europe will not re- 
cover in a day. That does not mean 
that we will not have prosperity in 
the meantime, but it does mean that 
we will ont be on a broad, permanent 
basis until] Europe is well on the road 
to recovery,

Text of Confession. 

“We watched the children as they 
left the Harvard»school,” the confes- 
sion says. “We were about a block 
away and used field glasses to watch 
them. 

“We did not think that he had 
zone home, so remained watching, 
but when, after quite a while, he did 
not show up, we came to the conclu- 
sion that he might have gone. 

“TI went to look for him in the al- 
levy, but did not see him. 

“We then went to a corner lot 
where John Coleman and Waiter 
Bearson were playing baseball. We 
watched them for a little while, then 
went down to see if Levinson had 
zone home, passed his house and 
found that he was not there or play- 
ing on the street.

Franks Chosen on Sight. 


“We did not stay there long, but 
left and drove down Drexel to go 
past this lot. where Levinson had been 
playing.

We proceeded until, we got a glimpse 
of Robert Franks. We turned down 
Forty-Eighth street and turned the 
car around, Leopold getting into the 
back seat. : 

“IT drove the car then south on 
Ellis avenue, parallel to where young 
Franks was, stopped, and while re- 
maining in my seat opened the front 
door and called to Franks that lI 
would give him a ride home. He said 
no, he would just as soon walk, but 
I told him that I would like to talk 
to him about a tennis racquet, so he 
got into the car. 

“We proceeded south. Leopold 
reached his arm around under Franks, 
grabbed his mouth and hit him on 
the head with the chisel. I believe he 
hit him several times.

Stuffed Rag Down Throat. 


“He began to bleed. but was not 
entirely unconscious. He was moan- 
ing. I proceeded further west and 
turned, I believe at Dorchester.

T 
don’t know the exact time. Leopold 
grabbed Franks and lifted him over 
the back of the front seat and threw 
him on the rug in the car.

Sought Deserted Reads. 


“We drove until. we were at a de- 
serted road, which led off the main 
road somewhere near the Indiana 
line.

We turned around, and Leopold see- 
ing that Franks was unconscious, 
climbed into the front seat.

He got out of the car, went to the 
drug store and made his phone call.

Fairview, Ky., June 7.—A gigantic 
concrete shaft, towering 351 feet jnto 
the air, was dedicated to the memory 
of Jefferson Davis, president of- the 
Confederacy three score ye2rs ago, 
and presented to the state of Ken- 
tucky here this afternoon. 

The obelisk, with a Confederate flag 
fiying high above the copper cap 
which crowns it, was closed to public 
inspection today because the interior 
has not been finished. Thousands of 
visitors, however, tramped about the 
twenty acres surrounding the Davis 
homestead, inspecting the exterior of

As Hantraft, Hills, Pope 
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BY ROBERT EDGREN. 

This year American giant col- 
legians are going to make an impor- 
tant part of the American Olympic 
team. For the first time in our ath- 


letic history the college men have. sup- 
planted the club athletes in weight 
throwing. In the old days it was 
thought that a weight thrower could 
be developed only afte> several years 
of practice.. Former Olmypic teams 
had club men for nearly all the weight 
throwing events. ‘There w1s John 
Flanagan, Matt McGrath, Pat Ryan 
and Simon Gillies in the hammer 
throw, Martin Sheridan and Dear- 
born in the discus, Shevidan, Me- 
Donald and Rose in the shot, and a 
few others. The big men mentioned, 
two of whom weighed over 300 pounds 
and others about. 265, called them- 
selves “The whales,” and formed al- 
most a closed corporation in weight 
throwing events. ose started break- 
ing shot records at Michigan, but 
later became a club athlete. 

Today the “whales” are nearly oot 
of commission, and their ~iace has 
heen taken by college men. Moderr 
coaching methods kave developed 
many record breakers and champions 
even among freshmen and sophomores. 
Matt McGrath and Pat MeDonald 
have slipped back from werld's record 
form, end Pat Ryan has 4: pped out 
of competition. Flannagan is hack in 
Ireland, and Rose and Sheridan are 
dead. Gillies is contracting and not 
throwing any more hammers, No 
new athletes that class wiih these 
old time “whales” have come up. The 
clubs are losing ground in amateur 
athletics, and the colleges are coming 
up tremendously year by year. 


Hills, Princeton, Good. 


Among the great college 
throwers the king today 
Hartranft of Stanford  wniversity. 
Hartranft is a sure reeord breaker 
with the shot, and a prebahle reeord 
breaker with the discus. Beside that 
he is one of the best all-around ath- 
letes in the world and mizht be able 
to win the Penthaihlon in the Olym- 
pies. He has run the high hurdles in 
45 1-5. I have seen Harctranft. in 
one meet, win the hundred-vard dash 
in ten seconds, the shot with 49 feet

inches, and run third in a fast two- 
twenty. 

This year he has put the 16-pound 
shot within half an inch of Ralrh 
Rose's 50-foot world’s record, in com- 
petition, and has recently done two 
feet better than that in practice. He 
has thrown the discus in competition 
154 feet 4 1-4 inches, about a foot and 
a half shy of the world’s record. 

I think Hartranft the hest built 
man I have ever seen in athleties. He 
is three and a half inches over six 
feet. weighs 210 pounds yet is wiry in 
build, perfectiv proportioned, and 
tremendously fast, as shown by his

saw him he recognized talent. Magee 
took Tootell out on the field and gave .

The kidnaping and murder of the 
Franks boy in Chicago seems to have 
been a crime so unnatural that it has 
proven a sensation, even in a day 
when the sensational has become al- 
most the normal in our news columns. 
I use the word unnatural because 
there are natural motives which pro- 


duce the most horrible crimes. From 
time Immemorial men have committed 


|the most horrible acts motived by lust, 


revenge, greed or fear. In these cases 
one of the primal passions has taken 
possession of the personality and 
driven it with inexorable logic. In 
this case, so far as the tragedy has 
unfolded, no normal motive has been 
revealed, even in an abnormal expres- 
sion. Until all of the intricate re- 
lationships of these two young men 
are known, anid the story of both their 
inner and onter lives is before us, it 
will be utterly impossible to answer 
any of a score of questions which 
clamor for satisfaction. But the 


story, even as we now know it. raises 


some vital questions which must he. 


answered before our civilization can 
move forward. 

We are accustomed to the idea that 
the home and the school form the First 
line of defense for society. We right- 
ly presume that the immature and un- 
developed child-life must be properly 
fitted for the duties and responsibili- 
ties of any helpful social existence. 
So we look to the home and the 
scliool to prepare the child to fune- 
tion as neighbor and citizen. Indeed 
our democracy ia builded on the pre- 
sumption that it is not safé to turn a 
man loose in society, with all of its 
privileges, without such preparation 
of the personality as can be given be 
the home and the school.

Effort Toward Methodist Ueification

It may seem to require gome elas- 
ticity of imagination .to discuss my 
specifie subject under the general 
caption. However, since the question 
of the unity of the church is a Bibli- 
cal one and my discussion will lead 
up to the Methodist unification plan, 
L will allow my general caption to

This introductory article will deal 


‘solely with the controversial question 


of the legality of the special session 
of the general conference. 

As a side remark, I wisk to ob- 
serve that there are some bealthful 
indications in the present agitation 
and difference of opinion, We have 
majority( and minority statements 
(rom thé college of bishops.

It would have been more fitting if 
the bishop had omitted the word 
“hasty” as applied to the opinions 
of the lawyers, from whom the bish- 
ops of the minority received an ex- 
pression. Whatever may have been 
the fact, this is not germane to the 
argument. 

There is given the essence of Bish- 
op Mouzon’s reply to the third ob- 
jecton : . 

_ “That a general confenence meet- 
Ing in the spring of 1925 would more 
truly carry out the resolution of the 
general conference of 1922.’ 

‘Let it be observed that this reso- 
lution calling the special er does 
not say, ‘One year after the plan is 
approved by the general conference 
ot the Methodist church,’ but rather 
‘when a plan is approved, then our 
college of bishops is empowered and 
instructed to call the special  ses- 
sion.’ English language can hardly 
make anything plainer-than that.’ 

He further adds that he wrete to 
the chairmen of the various dele- 
gations and that overwhelming re- 
sponse was in favor of the early call 
of the special session, 

The bishops of the minority state 
that they have interviewed a number 
of lawyers who confirm them in 
their position, but the legal opinion 
is not published at this _ writing. 
Bishop Mouzon gives out the follow- 
ing: 

“Concerning the force and validity 
of the 1922 general conference reso- 
lutio . just quoted. I append the opin- 
ion of a distinguished firm of Meth- 
odist lawyers: 

“We had oceasion to consider the 
matter of our last general conference 
in ‘empowering and instructing’ the 
bishops to ‘call a special session of 
the conference,’ 

“The action of the general  con-

“This report appears to have been

“The general conference shall have 
full powers: to make rules and regu- 
lations for our church under the fol- 
lowing limitations and _ restrictions, 
viz; and then follows the six restric- 
tive rules, no one of which covers the 
subject matter of this inquiry.” 

“Discipline paragraph 43 lodges a 
veto power in the bishops, and this 
paragraph together with the decision 
of the bishops at paragraph 632, pro- 
vide for the exercise of this power. 
The Journal above referred to being 
silent, we conclude that no step was 
taken by. the bishops to veto this ac- 
tion of the conference; “ae 

“Therefore, this action of the gen- 
eral’ conference, in our opinion, he- 
came one of the ‘rules and (or) regu- 
lations for our church,’ and is man- 
datory upon our college of bishops. 
From this, it would follow that our 
bishops have no option, but must, 
within a reasonable time, issue a eall 
for a special session of the general 
conference.” 


A Legal Opinion. 


I have had opportunity of securing 
an expression from only one lawyer, 
who is widely known for -his legal 
ability. He says: 

“The ‘constitution’ of any organ- 
ized body, civil or  ecclesiastical— 
means simply how it is constituted 
so as to carry out its purpose. For 
instance: In what men or group of 
men. shall the legislative power be 
placed? And what limitation shall 
be placed upon their power? ‘This is 
what organization means. 

“The general. conference is made 
the supreme power in this church and 
is given (par. 42 full powers to pro- 
vide rules. and regulations which 
would, of course, incrude procedures, 
with certain restrictions; certain 
things which it may undertake to do 
must be submitted to the annual con- 
ferences. But how and where and by 
whom a general conference may be 
called is not one of the things which 
under this paragraph must be sub- 
mitted to the annual conference, This 
comes within its full powers of mak- 
ing rules and regulations. Therefore 
the change in 1866 was not required 
to be submitted to the annual con- 
ferences. So there was no change in 
the constitution. 

“Putting these full powers in the 
hands of the general conferences was 
and is the ‘constitution.’ The restric- 
tive provisions are, of course, a part 
of the constitution, Certain questions 
must be submitted to the annual con- 
ferences—but I fail to see in these 
restrictions—that to provide how and 


by whom the general conference may

“Furthermore there is the principle 
of a Jong time acquiescence which is 
sustained by a large number of de- 
cisions of the supreme court. : 

“In ‘corpus juris’ on constitutional 
Paw, page 715, paragraph 67, there is 
a statement ef this legal principle.” 
- Effect of Long Acquiescence. 

Legislative or executive construc- 
tion - of constitutional provisions, 
adopted and acted upon with the ac- 
quieseence of the people for many 
years is entitled to great weight with 
the courts, and when not manifestly 
erroneous, will not be disturbed. The 
injustice that would inevitably result 
by the disturbing of such construc- 
tions after a long period of acquies- 
ence therein, during which many 
rights will necessarily have been ac- 
quired is a very strong argument 
against it.” d 

As a layman in legal matters I of- 
fer no dogmatic opinion. Application 
may be made, however, of the prin- 
ciple of acquiescence. The paragraphs 
which authorize the bishop to call 
a special session of the general coz 
ference have been in the book of dis- 
cipline since 1866, while the provi- 
gion that only the bishops and the 
annual conference can call a special 
session was in 1808, or 116 years old, 
The discipline clearly discloses that 
the bishops may veto any rule or 
regulation which they deem uncon- 
stitutional. There was no issue raised 
according to the records by any 
bishop or member of the general con- 
ference of 1922, as touching the le- 
gality of the resolution calling for a 
special session. If it were not even

Magna Charta

American liberty is founded upon 
English liberty. From 1607 ’till 1776 
we were Englishmen. If our rights 
as Englishmen had not been infring- 
ed, it is probable that we would still 
be English, as Canada, Belize and 
Guina are English. 

English growth in liberty prior to 
1776 was our growth. By successive 
steps Englishmen wrested the proud 
rights of self-government. Magna 
Charta was the first step. Then 
habeas corpus, trial by jury, declara- 
tion of rights, petition of rights and 
no taxation, without representation 
and representation in the house of 
commons, and in the house of peers 
have made England a democracy. Oth- 
erwise, we might be the victim of a 
centralized government like the mili, 
tary tyranny of Germany, or the ab- 
solutism of a cezar-governed Russia. 

We can no more write the political 
history of America without its Eng- 
lish foundations than we can write! 
it leaving out the names of George 
Washington, James Monroe, ‘Thomas 
Jefferson and Woodrow Wilson, 


June 15, 709 years ago was one 
of the great days of our calendar of 
human events. On that day, June 15, 
1215, King John, of England, signed 
the Magna Charta at the historic 
conference of Runnymede, at the de- 
mand of the barons who sought re- 
lief from royal oppression. It is 
called the kevstone and basis of Eng- 
lish liberties. 

Some one has said, it may not have 
laid down any new principles, but the 
signing by the unwilling John marked 
the dividing line between the age of 
traditional rights and the age of writ- 
ten charters of liberty. It was the 
true forerunner of the parliaments 
and statutes that came after. It re- 


gave them a vitality and force that 
they did not have before. 

This charter provided certain rights 
so that justice could no longer be 
sold, denied or delayed. It establish- 
ed the supremacy of the law over the 
will of the king, and has been called 
“liberty’a foundation.” 

The benefits accruing from the 
charter are today the precious posses- 
sions of civilized mankind. 

One of the greatest British states- 
men has termed it the “Bible of the 
English Constitution.” The characteri- 
zation is justified as the great charta 
has stood between the will of autoe- 
tracy and the common people. 

How Day Originated. 

Magna Charta’ day is celebrated 
throughout the English-speaking world 
as a memorial to the fundamental 
unity of purpose of a_ widesptead 
race whose responsibilities for the fu- 
ture of tho world of democracy are | 
now greater than ever before. 

The idea originated in the United 
States of America, arising from a 
plea of J. W. Hamilton, of St. Paul, 
Minn., for a further strength>ning of 
the bond of friendship and good will 
among the English-speaking nations, 
whose ideals of justice and govern- 
ment are drawn so generously from 
the principles laid down in Magna 
Charta 600 years before our Declara- 
tion of Independence was promulgat- 
ed and before the American constitu- 
tion became an establish fact. 

Twenty thousand churches. Sun- 
day schools and newspapers observed 
the day in 1923. 

_The movement has been twice recog- 
nized by official proclamations by 
Governor Trinkle. of Virginia, and 
Mayor Rolfe, of San Francisco. ex- 
amples which will be widely followed 
in the future.

This 
love of liberty brought about in course 
of time the war of the American revo- 
lution and the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, the war of 1812, which 
made America the freest country on 
God’s earth, the refuge of the op- 
pressed and the Jand of the free and 
the home of the brave. 

Our forefathers invoked the death- 
less basic principles of Magna Charta 
when they declared their independence 
and when they planted the firm rock 
of the American constitution, 

The general assembly of the Pres- 
byterian church at Toronto, Canada, 
unanimously approved the plan of the 
annual commemoration, also the bish- 
ops of the American Methodist church 
at their meeting at Portiand, Ore., in-- 
dorsed it in 1921. 

Leaders of thought in the United 
States have expressed the view that 
the finest service the people of the 
seven English-speaking uations can 
render to the world at this hour is to 
make themselves better understood to 
each other. 

In America Magna Charta is often 
appealed to in discussions of consti- 
tutional questions, ‘and its promise of 
protection by “the law of the land” 
is incorporated in some form in every 
American constitution, 

Anglo-Saxon Heritage. 

It should be borne in mind that the 
great branches of the. Anglo-Saxon 
family have no closer tie than that 
which has grown out of the clauses 
of the Magna Charta, Traced back 
to the charter the interests of the 
people are common. 

Magna Charta observation means 
the clearer view of the great prin- 
ciples that make us, though living un- 
der different flags and climes, a peo- 
ple with a common interest and a sin- 
gle purpose. 

It should bring a realization of our 
mutual purposes and ideals, and give 
to those coming to our shores from 
foreign lands an early and true con- 
ception of the principles upon which 
Anglo-Saxon civilization is founded 
and ag much as anything else, instill 
in us, one and all, much needed appre- 
ciation of our heritage, the Magna 

harta. . 

The provisions of Magna Char‘a, 
never repealed though to some extent 
amplified, were solemly reasserted in 
the famous declaration by parliament 
in 1628, which we call the petition of 
right and were finally re-enacted in 
the Bill of Rights of 1689. 

Thus the charta of 1215 was the 
Starting point of the constiutional 
history of the English rece, the first 
link in a long chain of constitutional 
instruments which have moulded 
mens minds and held together free 
governments wherever the Enghish 
tongue is spoken.

STUDENTS of Old Testament 
history were keenly inter- 
ested the other day in the 
cable dispatch from Ger- 
many telling how Professor 
Grimme, of Munster univer- 
sity, had succeeded in deciphering the 
inscriptions on some fragments of an- 
cient stone tablets found at Mount Si- 
nai and discovering*in them a sen- 
tence which he thinks confirms the 
Bible’s account of Moses having been 
found as a baby in the waters of the 
Nile. 


But what will interest every Bible 
reader far more than this is Professor 
Grimme’s amazing discovery of what 
he believes to be an actual portrait 
of Moses, the great Hebrew law giver, 
and a specimen of his handwriting. 

The portrait is in the form of a 
statuette measuring a little more than 
seven inches in height and five inches 
in width. It shows the face of a man 
in the prime of life, but no signs of 
the long, flowing beard which modern 
painters and sculptors almost invari- 
ably have given to Moses. 

The face shown, however, is one 
which seems to need no patriarchal 
beard to give it strength and dignity. 
The passing of the centuries has done 
surprisingly little damage to the like- 
ness which some ancient sculptor 
carved into the stone and the nobility 
of its features can be distinguished 
with remarkable clearness. _ 

The reason why Professor Grimme 
is so positive that this statue is a 
portrait from life of Moses is because 
of the inscription oh the stone tablet 
that forms its base. This inscription, 
which the distinguished scholar thinks 
there is every reason to believe was 
written on the stone by Moses him- 
self, contains statements which fit in 
perfectly with the great law giver’s 
life story as told in the Bible and as 
supplemented on the stone tablets 
whose deciphering was announced a 
few days age. 
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Moses, beholding the flogging of one of his countrymen in the brick yards, prepares to slay the cruel Ezytian task- 


master. 


" \ 
This statue, like the fragments of 


tablets recently deciphered, was found 
at Sinai, the historic mountain where 
Moses stood when he received the 
Ten Commandments from Jehovah. 
For years it remained unidentified be- 
cause, until Professor Grimme ap- 
plied his scholarship to the task, no- 


. body was able to decipher the strange 


system of writing that appears on it. 
Some authorities were inclined to 
think that perhaps it was of no great 
historical importance, and that the 
script was that used by Syrians who 
worked in Sinai’s mines. 

A number of European scholars 
kept puzzling over the inscriptions, 
however, and gradually they succeed- 
ed in picking out, one by one, all its 
curious letters. ~ When Professor 
Grimme took the results of their work 
to sum up and correct he discovered 
that the letters they had picked out 


were the very primitive characters of 
an almost complete Hebrew alphabet. 

The professor at once set to work 
to find out what words the letters 
formed and what those words meant. 
That was years ago and his tremen- 
dously difficult task is only just com- 
pleted. 


ND the complete translation of 
the inscription proves, Professor 
Grimme believes, that in this statue 
we have one of the most precious 
relics of Old Testament history yet 
brought to light—an actual image of 
Moses and a specimen of his hand- 
writing. ; 
The inscription as translated by 
Professor Grimme reads as follows: 
For Baalat (The Mistress). 
For the increase of the herds. - 
For the well being of the herds. 
For the well being of M-S-H

(Moshe, Moses) chief over the stone 
workers on Sinai. 

The full significance of this inscrip- 
tion can be grasped only by studying 
if in connection with that on one of 
the recently deciphered tablets which 


are also attributed to Moses and in 


which he says: 

“tam son of Hatshepsut, overseer 
of the mine workers, chief of the 
Temples of Ma’na and Yahu of Sinai. 
Thou Baalat of Hatshepsut, thou wast 
kind, hast drawn me out of the Nile 
and hast set me over the sanctuary 
of Ma’an, which is on Sinai.” 

Hatshepsut was a famous queen of 
Egypt, whose history is fairly well es- 
tablished by various Egptian inscrip- 
tions. The mention of her in the 
inscriptions recently found in the 
ruins of the ancient temple at Mount 
Sinai lead Professor Grimme to be- 
lieve that she was Pharoah’s

daughter who found the infant Moses 
in the bulrushes, who had him nursed 
and educated and who later adopted 
him just as we are told in the Bible. 

The temple which held’ the statu- 
ette of Moses is easily recognized 
through Egyptian inscriptions on it 


as having been dedicated to Hathor, 
Mistress of Turquoises, and to Sopdu 
or Sapdu, a diety believed by Pro- 
fessor Grimme to: be the same god 


that was worshipped in Goshen, 
where the Israelites lived while in the 


land of Egypt. 


Professor Grimme further claims 


that Sapdu was identical with Yahu, 
' the god of the mountains, and that 
the latter name is the same as Yahwe. 


or Jehovah, the name Moses revealed 


_to the Israelites as the proper one for 
the Eternal God. 


The temples having been dedicated 
in part to the ‘‘mistress of turquoises’”’ 


is explained by the fact that at Sinai 
there were rich mines of turquoise 
and also of copper, which the Egyp- 


tians worked for a long time. 

The amazing new light Professor 
Grimme’s recent discoveries throw on 
the history of this time make it seem 
probable that Moses, after being 
reared in the Egyptian court and in- 
structed in the secret wisdom reserved 


‘for the priests and princes, went to 


Sinai as leader of the Israelites who 
were sent there from Egypt to dig ore 
and precious stones from the mines. 


N the temple of Hathor and Yahu 
Moses set up as a votive offering 
the statuette which has now been 
identified as a portrait of him. Either 
in the temple or at the entrance to 
one of the mines he also had placed 
the tablets on which he testified to his 
great obligation to Queen Hatshepsut 
for “drawing him out of the Nile” 
and adopting him as her son.

“We are told in the sixth chapter 
of the first Book of Kings that the Is- 
raelites came out of Egypt 480 years 
before the beginning of the building 
of King Solomon’s temple. This was 
in the fourth year of Solomon’s reign, 
or about 960 B. C., which would 
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The sandstone statuette found at Mount Sinai, which Professor Grimme, 
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the great German archzologist, identifies as a likeness of Moses. It 

shows a man in the prime of life, between thirty and forty years old. 

The face has strength and dignity, but there is no trace of the long, 

flowing beard which paimters and sculptors usually give to Moses. The 

character of the headdress indicates that the statuette represents a man 

of importance in the community and one who was probably a priest in 
the Temple . 


place the exodus from Egypt in 1440 
when Moses, according to Exodus vil: 
7, was eighty years: old. 
® HE authentic portrait of Moses 
which we believe we have in 
this sandstone statuette, shows him 
to be a man in the full bloom of man- 
hood, between thirty and forty years 
old. The statue could not have been 
made later than 1479 B. C., the year 
of Hatshepsut’s death, and there are 
Strong grounds for believing that it 
was erected in the temple at Mount 
Sinai only a short time before that. 

“Since the statue shows a man be- 
tween thirty and forty years old, all 
this would indicate that he was born 
somewhere between the years 1520 
and +510 B.C. But 1 think the year 
of Moses’ birth can be fixed with even 
greater exactness. 

“From various Egyptian inscrip- 
tions we know that Queen Hatshepsut 
1530 and died in 1479 
B. C., and that her reign began in 
1515. It is known that she visited 
the district near the delta of the Nile, 
where the Israelites were living, in 


was born in 


1515, and there is no record of her 
going there again. Her reign was 
a busy one that it seems quite 
unlikely she found the time for an- 
other trip. 


‘It must, therefore, have been in 


1515 B. GC. that she found in the 


> 


bulrushes the baby whom she later 
adopted, and this would place Moses’ 
birth either early in 1515 or late in 
1516 3B: CG. 

‘Moses belonged by birth to the 
Hebrew and by culture to the Egyp- 
tian people. His maturity led him to 
the consciousness of his Hebrew at- 
tachment. He combined a Hebrew, 
name with his Egyptian appelation 
and retained, in spite of his Egyptian 
education, a Hebrew sentiment which 
impelled him to use in his inscrip- 
tions the script of the despised Se- 
mites which the Egyptians could not 
understand. 

“The Biblical account of Moses’ 
flight from Egypt and his return 
there is well filled out and explained 
by our discovery of the inscriptions 
at Sinai referring to the son of Hat- 
shepsut.

“But- would that have been suffi- 
cient under normal conditions for a

“The picture assumes a different 
character, if we consider the relation 
which the man from Sinai bore to the 
Pharaoh. As a devoted follower of 
Hatshepsut, he was, after her death,

Do You Like the Squeeze 
2 Play? 


The squeeze play is simply a hit- 
and-run play that.is undertaken 


with a man on third base. It is 
a very hazardous play advocated by 


some managers and totally disap- 
proved of by others. The success 
or failure of the play rests almost 
entirely with the hitter. The run- 
ner can cooperate to a certain ex- 
tent by starting at the proper mo- 
ment, not so-soon as to give the 
play away and afford the pitcher 
a chance to waste the ball, or not 
too late, so even if the batter does 
hit the ball, he may be thrown out 
at the plate. Only batters who have 
absolute confidence in themselves 
and their ability to connect with the 


ball when the runner comes charg- 


ing should be allowed to try this 
play. It is a risky play and 1 think 
should be undertaken only in the 
latter stages of a close game, when 
runs @re hard to get and the gamble 
of all or nothing warrants the. at- 
tempt. 


Do You Think Golf Hurts 
Your Playing? 


I have played golf for the past 
ten years, but more or less inter- 
mittently, and as far as that game 
goes; am only a fair golfer. But at 
no time have I ever entertained the 
idea that it in any way hurt my ball 
playing. The only thing I do not 
approve of is a game of golf prev- 
ious to a ball game. I think that 
such an undertaking has a tendency 
to take the edge off a player’s 
freshness.

Every batter should learn to 
bunt.’ It is vitally important. To 
sacrifice, the batter must bunt. Any 
ball that the batter swings at and 
connects with that résults in a bunt, 
is not a sacrifice. To sacrifice, the 
primary intention of giving up one’s 
time at bat for the advancement of 
a runner must be evident. In re- 
cent years, a batter has been credit- 
ed. with a sacrifice when he has 
scored a runner on a fly. But-or- 
dinarily, when we Say Sacrifice, we 
mean bunt. As the saying goes, 
whenever you are in doubt, you 
never are’ wrong if you bunt. In 
hitting practice don’t fail to de- 
vote a part of it in perfecting your 
bunting. A bunt at the. proper 
time will win. many a ball game.

Thomas Gainsborough was a lit- 
tle boy who liked to draw pictures 
better than he liked to do anything 
else, The reason probably was be- 
cause he could draw such good pic- 
tures. By the time he was ten years 


old, he had sketched every tree 
and cottage and all the boys and 
girls in his village of Sudbury, Eng- 
and, 

Thomas’ father, who was a mil- 
liner and then a clothier and a 
crape maker in turn, one day came 
iu the house and said: “Somebody 
has been stealing pears out of our 
pear orchard!” Tommy was almost 
as angry as his father to hear this 
news, for the big fine pears were 
just beginning to get juicy and yel- 
low and if anybody was going to 
have those pears, Tommy wanted to 
be the one. He decided to go about 
catching the thief, buf when he told 
his father he would get the fellow 
whoever he was, his father just 
lgughed and said: “A fine chance a 
ten-year-old would have to catch 
anybody.” 

Day after day went by and the 


pears continued to disappear as fast 
as they got ripe. One morning 
when Tom went out to the orchard 
to see if there was even one pear 
left for him to eat, he was walking 
along slowly, drawing little pictures 
of all the things on the way, as he 
always did, when He suddenly look- 
ed up to see a big, burly fellow with 
an unshaven face in the act of 
climbing over the stone wall to the 
pear trees. 


Tom didn’t know what to do! He 
couldn’t capture the man, for he 
was too big and rough. If he ran 
to call his father, the man might 
get away while he was gone. Just 
as he was trying to collect his wits, 
the man spied him. He paused with 
One foot hanging over the wall in 
Such a funny manner that Tommy 
wished he could draw him. Then, 
quick as a falsh, the boy decided 
that was a fine idea. He opened his 
Sketch book and made a few rapid 
lines. 


When Tom took the picture to 


. his father, he recognized the thief 


as a town loafer’who had often been 
Suspected of stealing from people’s 
Orchards. In fact, he had earned 
for himself. the title of Old Tom 
Peartree. Thomas’ picture of the 
man was such a good likeness that 
it was sufficient evidence to cause 
him to be punished. 

The story of Tom Peartree’s por- 
trait is a true one. Thomas Gains- 
borough became one of England's 
great portrait painters when he 
grew to manhood. “The Blue

Admirers 
Of Gainsborough like to tell this 
Story of how his talent as an artist 
Once made him a detective.

Use Tennis Ball

pitcher takes the ball and stands on 
a line drawn four feet from the hats.

Pitcher Tosses Ball 

The game begins when the pitch- 
er tosses the ball into one of the 
hats, either his own or one of the 
Others. The owner of that _hat 
must grab the ball and yell ‘‘Still 
Water!” 

When he runs for his hat, the 
Other players run away as.fast as 
they can, but when he calls ‘Still 
Water,” they must stop,in their 
tracks. The player with the ball 
the nthrows at the closest player, 
who can dodge, but cannot get out 
of his tracks. 

The player hit must then get the 
ball. As soon as he is hit the Test 
of the players start running again, 
but when he gets hold of the ball he 
calls out ‘“‘Still Water,” and they 
must stop. He then throws the ball 


at another player, and the game 
goes on until some one misses. 


“Bad Eggs’? Mean Forfeit 

If. the one who throws the ball 
misses, a small stone called a “‘bad 
egg’ is put in his cap and he is the 
pitcher next time. The first player 
to get five ‘“‘bad eggs’ must pay a 
forfeit. The forfeit payer must 
Stand with his face against the wall, 
and each player gets a throw at 
him from a line drawn twenty-five 
paces away. 

You may chose some other for- 
feit, if you like, but if-you use the 
ball throwing one, be sure you’ve 
a soft ball! If no one manages to 
hit the forfeit-payer, it’s considered 
that he’s paid his forfeit anyway, 
and goes back in the game,

All Sorts of Things for

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In making this toy which a small

Your 
work may be spoiled if you do not 
cut them carefully. Sand them with 
fine sandpaper, rounding all edges 
Slightly. 


The dimens- 


Next get out the cross arms A, 
the block B and the two uprights. 
No part of the work on these pieces 
is difficult but because they are 
thin, you must be careful in hand- 


ling them. The block B has a nar- 
row slot in it into which the thinner 
upright piece is to be fastened with 
glue or a small brad.. The thickness 
of the upright is given as/an eighth 
of an inch which means that the slot 
fust be just the slightest bit small- 
er. If, however,. you find yourself 
lacking in tools to cut so small a 
slot, cut it as small as you can, then 
make the upright piece of a thick- 


ness to fit into it securely. The 
rest of the construction will cause 
you no concern, 


The moving parts are held to- 
gether by means of thin nails or 
large pins bent over at the back. 
Thin wire may be used also. If 
small washers are available, they 
could be used to advantage in the 
construction. The joints of the 
men should have great freedom.
